To His Honor the Mayor of the City of New Haven : 

The Board of Directors of the Free Public Library herewith 
submit their report for the year 1903. 

The number of volumes of books purchased during the year 
was 6253; the number received by gift was 740; number added 
to the Hbrary by binding of periodicals was 305 ; number re- 
ceived by exchange was 9. The total number of new volumes 
added to the library in 1903 was 7,307; the total number of 
books discarded during the year on account of wear was 1,814; 
volumes lost and paid for was 40, making the total loss of books 
for the year 1,854. Deducting this loss of books from the 
7,307 additional volumes placed upon the library shelves makes 
the net increase in books for the year 1903, 5,453 volumes. 

The total number of volumes in the Ubrary on January 1, 
1&03 was 61,244. The total number of volumes in the library 
December 31, 1903 is 66,697. There are also in the library some 
special collections deposited for reference; also some duplicates, 
chiefly of public documents. 

The amount appropriated by the City of New Haven for the 
maintenance and support of the Free Public Library during the 
year 1903 was $19,000.00. The amount received from the 
Marett Fund (specially for books) was $3,341.94. The total 
amount of funds available which the library received during 
the year was $22,341.94. The total amount expended for books 
in 1903 was $5,421.00. Out of the $19,000.00 appropriated by

the city there was paid for salaries of the employees of the 
library $9,834.75; expended in purchase of books $3,079.00; the 
balance $6,086.19 was expended as per items in treasurer's 
account for binding books, furniture and repairs, periodicals 
and newspapers, lighting (gas and electric lights), fuel for heat- 
ing the library, and for miscellaneous expenses. 

The amount of fines received by the library from borrowers 
for keeping books over the time allowed by library rules 
amounted to $1,080.24 and this amount was paid over to the 
City Treasurer during the year. 

The number of books given out at the delivery desk to bor- 
rowers on cards during the year amounted to 303,731. The 
number taken for home use by pupils of the public schools, from 
the collections of books owned by the library and deposited 
with the principals of the public schools for this purpose, is esti- 
mated by the librarian at 10,000 volumes. This would make 
the total circulation of books given out at the library during 
1903, 313,731. In comparison with the number of volumes in 
the library, viz, 66,697, the circulation of the New Haven libra- 
ry is larger than that of most of the public libraries in the New 
England States. 

The Board of Directors consider that the general eflSciency of 
the library has been well maintained in its service to the public 
during the past year, but the utter inadequacy of the present 
quarters io accommodate all who desire to avail themselves of 
the library privileges is shown daily in the overcrowded condi- 
tion of both the reference and periodical rooms, as well as the 
main floor of the building where books accessible to the general 
public are stacked. 

The Juvenile Department is also uncomfortably crowded at 
certain hours of the day, especially so at times when school 
children apply for books for their own reading. 

As there has been very little expended in the past few years 
except for needed repairs to the building, it was found abso- 
lutely necessary, in the past year, to do considerable painting 
inside the library in order to make the interior fairly presentable 
for library uses. 
^The Board of Directors especially call attention to the over- 
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more or less discussion in the daily papers and among our citi- 
zens as to the inadequate facilities afforded by the present 
building for the needs of a city like New Haven with a popula- 
tion of 120,000 persons. 

The present Board of Directors fully realize the urgent needs 
of the library for more room and increased accommodations and 
for the general improvements and public conveniences in use in 
most of the large public libraries of this country ; and they hope 
that some time in the future New Haven may have a new and 
modern library building, one worthy of its citizens, and one that 
in usefulness to the public and in attractive facilities to students 
and readers will equal the municipal public Hbraries of other 
cities of the same size and population. 

The accompanying reports of the Treasurer and the Librarian 
give full details and other information concerning the operation 
of the librarv.

This total does not take into account duplicates not on the 
regular shelves and not accessioned, nor volumes deposited in 
the library but not belonging to it. Neither does it take account 
of missing books, that is those which have not been found on 
inventory. 

Inventory is taken each year usually beginning in May. 
As the library is not closed at all and the books are coming in 
and going out all the time, taking inventory is a long operation 
and many books appear to be missing which are not really 
missing, and appear when the next inventory is taken.

GIFTS. 

The most important gift of the year was a set of Abridg- 
ments of specifications of British patents. These ha ve^ been 
bound in nearly 300 volumes. 

From Hon. N. D. Sperry and Hon. O. H. Piatt many 
public documents have been received. From the publishers we 
have received the following local newspapers: Journal and 
Courier, Palladium, Union, and Saturday Chronicle. A list 
of donors is given in the Appendix to this report. 

NUMBER OF BORROWERS. 

The number of persons receiving new cards (including cards 
renewed which had expired at the limit of two years) was 81)91, 
a gain of 159 over the number of the previous year, making 
the total number of borrowers for the two years 17,823. A few 
non-residents have paid for the privilege of drawing books at 
the rate of $2 per annum.

This total is slightly less than last year, but the difference 
is nearly accounted for by 'the smaller number of fiction. 
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This means a per capita circulation for the whole population 
of the city of 2.7 volumes. The circulation per capita of card 
holders is nearly 17 volumes.

THE LIBRARY AND THE SCHOOLS. 

There is some progress to be reported this year. The Board 
voted to spend a small sum each year to purchase school 
duplicates which pupils 'of the school may take home from 
the school houses where the books are kept in charge of the 
schools. This plan has been in operation with success in two 
of the outlying districts, and practically is the only plan by 
which some children as well as their parents can have the use 
of the library. The gradual extension of the operations of the 
plan will very much extend the usefulness of the library to 
those living at a distance. 

CROWDED CONDITION OF THE LIBRARY. 

It is unnecessary to repeat that the library is without 
adequate space for its books and its proper* administration. It 
is possible that before the end of the year it will be necessary

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to begin stowing books in the cellar. The annual additions of 
books require a space 15 to 20 feet square. A large number of 
volumes are even now placed in inaccessible positions so far as 
the public is concerned, though of course care is taken to select 
books less used for this storing away. 



IMPROVEMENTS IN THE BUILDING. 

Much needed painting and kalsomining was done in part of 
the building, greatly improving its appearance. Some work of 
this nature it is hoped will be done in 1904. 

Some additional space was gained in the Children's room,, 
the use of which is growing all the time. This space was 
gained by placing some of the books shelved in the vicinity 
among the general periodicals and placing others, which were 
largely public documents, on the top shelves of various book- 
cases. These top shelves are too high for public access ordi- 
narily, and the mere fact that the books are out of the order on 
the shelves is a disadvantage, but the advantage of more room 
in the children's department outweighed these disadvantages. 

The delivery desk of the adult department was changed 
quite radically. The old desk was not adapted for the '* open 
shelf system," and had been used to disadvantage for over 
seven years since the adoption of that system. Two desks were 
substituted for the old, one for charging, the other for registra- 
tion. The change has proved advantageous in appearance as 
well as in convenience. 

BINDING. 

The policy regarding binding books has been continued with 
satisfaction on the whole. By binding as a rule in linen cloth \ 

we get a durable and presentable binding. And the durability 
is considerably enhanced by the method of binding, which in- 
volves the use of a cloth joint so that covers can never get 
loose and the first and last pages do not get loose as in the 
orthodox method of binding. The use of tapes instead of 
strings for the bands is also advantageous. Our policy saves 
considerable money each year on our binding bills.

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The arrangement begun the latter part of 1903 was contin- 
ued during the year, and the Bulletin was issued without ad- 
vertisements and of course is much better in appearance than 
with advertisements. Some special lists were printed in the 
Bulletin in addition to the lists of new books. The piepai a- 
tion of special lists involves too much labor to be carried to 
any great extent with the present number of assistants.

EXHIBITION OF PICTURES. 

The exhibition of pictures sent out by The Library Art 
Club continued until the end of the year, when the shifting of 
book -cases required for the enlargement of the children's room 
took away the only facilities for exhibitions and they were re- 
gretfully given up. 

LIGHTING. 

As all the book cases have to be lighted, great economy has 
to be exercised in the lighting of them. Previously Welsbach 
lights were used, which were lighted up at dusk. This year 
an electric lamp with a single chain pull, readily put off and on, 
has l)een in use over book cases in the greater part of the li- 
brary. The light is put on by anyone desiring and is expected 
to be put out when the person is through. There is perhaps no 
saving in cost over the continuously lighted lamps, and it 
would perhaps be difficult to say whether one plan is much bet- 
ter than the other. But certainly the electric lights are very 
convenient especially when it is cloudy and the gas lights are 
not lighted. The expense of lighting has been kept low by the 
use of mantle lights wherever possible, as each mantle light is 
equal to at least two electric lights at a small portion of the 
cost of electric lights when continuously lighted.
